It will come in because men 
and women will discover, in their ex- 
tremity (and there will be an extrem- 
ity) that God, the Great Invisible 
Spirit which is God—actually exists 
here and now in man, and can actual- 
ly and literally be found and used ky 
man. 

This whole situation is a perfectly 
natural one. It’s horrible to say that, 
but it is a fact nevertheless. The mad- 
men have come to the conclusion that 
nothing really amounts to anything 
except brute force. They have no be- 
liefs in God whatsoever. They have 
never seen in those who profess to 
know God, the slightest evidence of 
Power, so they have formed the per- 
fectly logical conclusion that no Pow- 
er exists outside of the power of brute 
force. They are mistaken, of course, 
but the conclusion they have come to 
is a perfectly logical conclusion when 
it is considered that no religious or- 
ganization has ever been able to dem- 
onstrate the Power of the God it is 
supposed to know.

Some years ago, a gentleman by 
the name of Russell Conwell wrote a 
small book with the above title. The 
book swept the country. Mr. Conwell 
could have made millions out of the 
book. He did make millions, and then 
turned around and gave them away, 
a wonderful thing to do, surely. This 
little book was based on the theory 
that there are thousands of oppor- 
tunities lying right at our hand— 
opportunities for success, opportuni- 
ties for happiness—opportunities to 
carve a niche for ourselves in life’s 
hall of fame. 

Mr. Conwell implied that we, all 
too often, miss those opportunities be- 
cause they are somewhat disguised. 
We don’t recognize them for what 
they really are. This is the reason 
the book sold as well as it did. It 
stated the truth, for there are not 
only a thousand opportunities lying 
hard by all of us, there is Something 
far greater than that. There is the 
Creator of all opportunities within 
us; for within each of us, as close as 
life itself—is God. 

We have literally ‘kicked God 
around,” so to speak, and, because of 
His being disguised by the trimmings 
and trappings of theology, we have 
not recognized what a stupendous 
Power lies just within our grasp. We 
have followed the lead of those who 
have told us, without proving it, that 
they represent God on the earth.

what it will take—Spiritual Power— 
the Power of the Spirit of God. If that 
Power cannot manifest through man, 
what can it manifest through? If the 
churches choose their foolish dogmas 
and dividing creeds, in preference to 
the Spirit of God, what can they do? 
It looks as if I shall have to stand 
alone for quite some time yet. I have 
the advantage of knowing, however, 
that I have hundreds of thousands of 
good Americans who, every day, four 
times, are actually and literally 
throwing the Spirit of God against 
the spirit of anti-God. If the heads 
of the broadcasting companies will 
give me fifteen minutes free on the 
air every day, I will challenge the 
power of Hitler with the Power of 
the Spirit of God, and this whole 
United States will follow me. Even 
church members by the tens of thou- 
sands will join with me. Then, when 
it comes to a battle of the forces of 
God against the forces of anti-God, 
you know and I know which forces 
will win; for God is Right. God, or 
the Spirit of all that is right, still 
lives. All it needs is for men and 
women to realize that fact, and use 
that Power. 

This is a spiritual Power. It does 
not manifest through the tank. There- 
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fore, it must be used spiritually. This, 
we of “Psychiana” are doing. The 
greatest stumbling block in our path 
is the organized church. What a pity. 
Even that will have to come to the 
day when it will lay aside its old 
bibles and its old theories of God, for 
these are all useless when one rea- 
lizes that God exists here and now, 
and can be contacted and used here 
and now. Our whole job, beloved, is 
to exchange the dead “god” of reli- 
gion for the living Spirit of the Uni- 
verse. Let me ask once more that 
every one of you carefully do as I 
ask you, four times daily. Hitler can’t 
stand against such a Power. 

If the churches are successful in 
keeping me from the air over the 
three broadcasting companies, I shall 
make transcription records and go 
on the air, buying the time, if I can. 
I shall at once start out personally 
to raise money enough to do this. It 
can be done. You and I can bring to 
the world the true conception of God, 
and the Spirit of God will accom- 
pany such true conception; and, 
through the Spirit of God, this whole 
world will be saved. So then, four 
times daily, visualize Hitler; close the 
eyes; recognize the Spirit of God in 
you; and say three times, “The Spirit 
of God will bring your downfall,” and 
watch him come down. I challenge the 
powers of darkness with the Powers 
of Light. Please help me in this all 
you can, and help me cut short these 
days of terrible suffering and 
disaster.

This is Monday, May 27, 1940. It’s 
evening, and I have just taken the 
group of Students’ personal letters 
which I have answered on the dicta- 
phone into the Students’ Correspond- 
ence Department. There were 496 
letters, and to every one of these I 
dictated a personal reply. You will 
understand now something about the 
volume of my personal mail. In addi- 
tim to answering this volume of 
mail, I have to write every article for 
the Weekly. In addition to this, I have 
to make arrangements for the fi- 
nancing and growth of the Move- 
ment, and still on top of that, I have 
to attend to 1,001 details every day. 
The printing comes under my super- 
vision; in fact, every branch of the 
Movement, including the national ad- 
yertising, is under my direct super- 
vision. 

Today I tried something of an ex- 
periment. Fully 50 per cent of all 
letters daily tell of the wonders of 
the Realm of the Spirit of God and 
of benefits received through that 
Realm in the lives of our Students. 
No man alive, and no religious or- 
ganization in the world can come any- 
Where near equalling the results for 
God being attained in human lives, 
in such volume as we witness them. 
Today I decided that I would keep 
track of the different letters and tabu- 
late the results secured in those let- 
ters, or rather according to those let- 
ters. Bear in mind that I have never 
seen these good people. I do not know 
who they are. They see my advertise- 
ments and reply to them. Certainly 
they are not going to write and tell 
me of benefits unless they have re- 
ceived them. Well, here’s the analysis 
of one day’s letters, and it’s an amaz- 
Ing record if ever there was one. Oh, 
l wish we could fill the world with 
this amazing Power of the Spirit of 
God, I feel that soon some person is

Now, as Al Smith would say, “Let’s 
look at the record.” Out of 496 letters 
answered today, 336 of them told of 
benefits coming to the Students 
through the message. Out of that 336, 
289 used the word “wonderful.” More 
than half the 496 letters, 301 to be 
exact, report the cure or disappear- 
ance of illness or disease, and seven 
of these were cancer cases. Thirty- 
nine reported increased finances, and 
over 300 reported that this was the 
first time the actual truths of God 
had ever been brought to their atten- 
tion. Happiness, joy, peace, and an 
infinite love manifested through these 
letters, and truly the Spirit of God 
is being found and used all over the 
world every day in the year.

All the rest of them 
do is to attend church and listen to 
a sermon about Paul, Peter, or Jesus, 
together with something they were 
supposed to have said or done 2,000 
years ago. As for me, just let me 
alone with my work for God through 
the Spirit of God; that’s all I ask. PI 
work at this till I drop. 


The War 


I am continually being asked how 
long this war will last. I’m sure I 
do not know, for things happen fast 
in these last days. Here is the picture 
as I see it. For a time, Hitler and 
his allies will carry everything be- 
fore them. Then they will go down. 
This war will not end until an en- 
tirely new civilization has been 
brought into being. In that civiliza- 
tion, the Power of God will be the 
supreme dominating factor. That will 
not happen, according to the plans 
and ideas of any religious organiza- 
tion. It will be a perfectly normal 
happening. The whole human race will 
have had brought to it, through the 
“Psychiana” Movement, and whatev- 
er churches fall into line, an entirely 
new conception of God. Instead of God 
having been in the sky after having 
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been killed on a cross, the world will 
finally discover that God is where he 
ever was, and that is right in the 
creation God made—man. This, of 
course, is contrary to everything re- 
ligion as we know it has taught, but 
this is true, nevertheless. There is 
nothing supernatural in the Realm of 
the Spirit of God. That Realm exists 
here and now, but because God is an 
invisible Spirit, and the churches 
want a visible God, they invented one 
of that type in the dark ages of the 
past, and remnants of such a God re- 
main today. All this world has ever 
needed is the Truths of God. Those 
truths are coming to the earth en- 
tirely outside of any church. That is 
as it should be, for all churches are 
nothing more or less than monuments 
to an absent god. 

I should say that the duration of 
this war depends upon how fast I can 
get these truths of God before the 
people. If I had now a few hundred 
thousand dollars, I should move very 
swiftly, I assure you. I believe some 
man or woman will provide that sum 
soon, or a lot of my Students will 
give smaller sums. In any event, the 
duration of this war depends entirely 
upon the speed with which the world 
finds out the truths of the Spirit of 
God, as that Spirit is revealing those 
truths through us to the rest of the 
world. One thing is certain—Hitler 
will fall, and great will be the fall of 
him. If every religious leader would 
face facts, and depend solely upon 
the Spirit of God, throwing away the 
foolish theory of God “crucified on 
a cross,” the Great Day of God would 
come in so much faster. You must re- 
member that I am but one man 
against about 500 millions; yet this 
Power we are teaching will win the 
world to it.

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The Light That Failed ` 


VERY civilization which has ever 
amounted to anything has been 


based upon spiritual values. By that’ 


I mean it has taken God into con- 
sideration. I care not what sort of a 
god has been bsedeblig ides of looking 
towards the Creator of ingepization 
has been at the bottom of it. When 
that impulse dies, civilization dies. 
We of the 20th century have been 


accustomed to look to the church for’ 
our spiritual life. We looked to it for ` 


satisfaction spiritually. We looked to 
it for God, and we were disappointed. 

For centuries the poor blind trust- 
ing people looked to this church and 
to that. They did that until a few 
daring souls decided to investigate 
the story the church brought, and 
when that happened, we found that 
what the church is handing to us in 
the name of God, is what every sys- 
tem of theology the world has ever 
known has handed to it, in principle. 
Those of us who are poor benighted 
souls; knowing little about God, took 
the preachments of the church at 
face value. We believed the story of 
Jesus Christ. We believed that we 
were “born in sin and shapen in in- 
iquity.” We believed that “God so 
loved the world that He gave His 
only begotten son, etc.” ; and we tried 
to the best of our ability to cooperate 
with the church in our own soul’s 
salvation. 

Then we discovered that instead of 
the story of Jesus Christ being either 
true or original, it is nothing more 
or less than the religion of the Hindoo 
with a change, and not a very great 
change, in the identity of the ‘“cru- 
cified god” involved. Then we were 
shocked. Regretfully, we cast the 
whole business aside. Our pride was 
hurt. Our feelings were stung. We 
lost confidence in everything the 
church said to us. 

When we discovered that even the 
four gospels, upon which the whole 
structure of Christianity stands, are 
perfectly anonymous doctrines, and 
when we found that every fundamen- 
tal of the Christian religion was 
taught by the Hindoo religion 1,400 
years before Jesus Christ was ever 


* 


heard of, naturally we withdrew from 
any connection with the organization 
to which we had looked for bread, 
and had been handed a stone. The 
light had failed. 


A pertinent question here, then, is 
this: ifthe Christian story is but a 
copy of a system of religion which 
we call “pagan,” where does the truth 
lie? That is what we are interested in 
finding out. If the story the church 
has is not the True Light, where is 
that True Light to be found? Cer- 
tain it is that if the desire for God 
is to be crushed, fast’ edause the 
church does not&now the truth about 
God, then this w riq “Is headed 
straight into--disaRter both terna- 
tionally and magally ; and. judging by 
the looks of the*world today, that is 
exactly where it is headed. Too bad, 
for if the church light failed, we 
can discount everything connected 
with the church. 

However, is it too bad? Who can 
say that the truths of God are not to 
be found entirely outside of the theo- 
ries of any church? We of “Psychi- 
ana” say that is the case. We know, 
after eleven years of seeing the Power 
of God operate in human lives, that 
such indeed is the case. All of which 
means what? Well, it means that this 
world can very safely discard the 
entire story of Jesus Christ as a copy 
of the story of the Hindoo “god” 
Chrishna. It means that the actual 
truths of God will have to be brought 
to the world through someone else 
who has these truths. 


Eleven years ago, the very things 
that the church is now admitting, 
were told by the Founder of this 
Movement. When he first made the 
statement that the whole church story 
was false and not even original, the 
world sat up and took notice. War- 
rants for the arrest of Dr. Robinson 
were issued. He was hauled into the 
Federal Courts and there tried on 
charges which, had he been found 
guilty, would have very effectively 
removed him from the religious life 
of the world; but he was not found 
guilty—he was acquitted, and that 
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brought on the next attempt to stop 
the mouth of our Leader. 

Deportation was the next: thing 
tried. That failed, too. Why? Wall, 
just because the churches made » 
much to-do in Washington about this 
“man in Moscow” who was, they said, 
“a disturbing element among the 
churches,” that the very highest po- 
litical pressure was brought to bear 
to stop the mouth and still the pen 
of the man who, if left alone, will 
bring to this world a Light that will 
not fail. 


All these attacks having failed, this 
“man in Moscow” continued to tell 
the world that the story the Christian 
church tells us about God is not true, 
He tells that story today. He will con- 
tinue to tell it until the whole world 
has found the actual truths of God 
as those truths are being abundantly 
demonstrated today. If the church 
has a false and “pagan” story of God, 
which it has, the truths of God lie 
somewhere else. It was the duty of 
the Founder of ‘“Psychiana’’ to find 
those truths. This he did, and as fast 
as he can, he is telling them to the 
world. 

Eventually the church, and its 
Light that Failed, will have to do one 
of two things. It will either have to 
discard completely its foolish story 
of a “crucified god,” or it will g0 
down to ignominous defeat. As it 
stands today, it is utterly helpless 
when it comes to revealing God to the 
human heart. It never has been able 
to do that. It never will be able to do 
that with the story it has now, for the 
story is not true.
